In use by approximately 1000 DCFS investigators and case workers since January 2017, the Always

Stay Konnected (A.S.K.) app provides real-time data that child welfare professionals use to make vital
determinations. Front line workers can enter data in the field, making information available
immediately to those considering best options for a child. Developed with direct input from DCFS field staff to support
child safety, worker safety, security, efficiency and quality data, A.S.K. continues to mature and is regularly refined and
updated as users’ needs change. The DolT DCFS mobile app team recently implemented a robust “Tips” and “What’s
New” tool to increase awareness of mobile enhancements and provide helpful usage instructions.
